Chicagoan 
organizes 
run for 
Boston

After Kate Napleton heard about the explosions 
at the Boston Marathon, all she could think was 
that so many people had to be hurt. That’s be- 
cause she knows there always are hordes of peo- 
ple at finish lines. 

She crossed the finish line at the Chicago 
Marathon in 2009 and plans to do so again this 
October. 

“Obviously what happened yesterday in Boston 
was horrific and terrible, and you’re sitting there 
thinking, ‘I want to do something. What can I 
do?’ ” Napleton, 27, of Old Town, said Tuesday 

A few hours after the blasts, she came up with 
Chicago Runs for Boston. 

Using Crowdrise, an online tool to raise funds 
for charity she’s asking people to donate $10 or 
$26 to the American Red Cross in honor of the 
26.2-mile race. As of Tuesday evening, more than 
$600 had been raised, about 40 percent of the 
$1,500 goal she set. 

“If you’ve ever trained for a marathon, you feel 
for anybody who was taken away from that mo- 
ment at the finish line,” she said. 

Napleton, an art director, also is planning to 
organize an unofficial lakefront run at Monroe 
Street at 5:30 p.m. Monday in support of Boston. 

“I personally have found running to be thera- 
peutic, and I think sometimes when you’re faced 
with something like this that’s violent and horri- 
ble, you feel like you can’t do anything. I feel like 
by running, you’re doing something,” she said. 

“If you get out and run and get endorphins 
going, you can feel like you’re making an impact 
that says, ‘No, nobody can slow us down.’ ”

CHICAGO MARATHON ORGANIZERS 
TIGHTEN FOCUS IN WAKE OF BOMBINGS

The countdown clock on the Chicago Mar- 
athon’s website Tuesday showed 179 days 
left until the Oct. 13 race, but organizers 
this week were focused with fresh urgency 
on security details in the wake of Monday’s 
apparent terrorist attack in Boston. 

The task for organizers of the annual 
run already is daunting: securing 26.2 miles 
of city streets for more than 40,000 run- 
ners and untold thousands of spectators. 
Some might wonder if it’s even possible to 
provide security over such avast footprint. 

“I would like to say we could,” said race 
director Carey Pinkowski. “We can use our 


best efforts and all the resources we have. 
Security has always been a main focus of 
what we do.” 

Despite the tragedy in Boston, several 
Chicago-area runners said they will not 
be deterred from running in major mara- 
thons. 

“Runners will be more drawn to {mara- 
thons} to show the resiliency of the good 
people in the world,” said Dan Daly, 50, 
a Chicago resident who ran in Boston. 
“There are far more of us than there are 
bad people. Runners will rally around this 
tragedy and show the goodness of human- 
ity and that good can triumph.” 


Pinkowski said existing procedures for 
Chicago’s race have placed a heavy em- 
phasis on security around the start, at Co- 
lumbus Drive south of Monroe Street, and 
finish, on Columbus between Roosevelt 
Road and Balbo Drive. 

Spectators aren’t allowed into the area 
around the finish line until a half-hour af- 
ter the race starts. Non-credentialed spec- 
tators are not allowed in a secured area 
around the finish, Pinkowski said. And 
vendors are credentialed and have to sup- 
ply vehicle information to race coordina- 
tors in advance, he said. 

“There are primary and secondary pe- 
rimeters,” he said. “General spectators 
can get into areas south of the finish line.” 
Race officials would not say how far south 
the perimeter extends. 
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The Chicago Marathon does not have a 
designated security director. Pinkowski is 
the contact for Chicago police and other 
city agencies, while the race’s operations 
director deals with contracted security 
Pinkowski said he already had multiple 
discussions with organizers of other ma- 
jor marathons and expects security to be a 
topic of discussion when he sees them this 
weekend at the London Marathon. 

Mayor Emanuel pledged Monday that 
the Chicago Marathon will go on as sched- 
uled, but said he wants to see more about 
what happened in Boston before deciding 
whether changes need to be made. 

“Tbu have to wait for the after-action re- 
port in the sense that you make any altera- 
tions or changes,” he said. “But the mara- 
thon will go on. It’s a great part of the city. 


it’s a great event, as well as it brings in about 
$170 million in economic growth to the 
city of Chicago, and so it will continue.” 

On Tuesday, many runners began plan- 
ning blood drives and fundraisers for the 
Boston victims. Jennifer Grosshandler of 
Highland Park said she, like many runners, 
ran in Boston for a charity and will contin- 
ue to run marathons. 

“Are people going to be scared to put in 
the effort and the pain and train for the 
mother of all marathons? Are they going to 
be scared off? I’m telling you, I feel it will 
be the opposite,” said Grosshandler, 46, 
who finished the Boston Marathon for the 
first time. 

“We can’t let these things take away and 
crush what is such an important part of 
people’s lives.”

Bombs made out 
of pressure cookers

BOSTON Authorities suspect that whoever 
perpetrated the Boston Marathon bombings 
carried heavy devices made out of pressure 
cookers in dark-colored nylon bags or back- 
packs before dropping them near the finish 
line, causing the worst attack on U.S. soil 
since 9/11. 

The twin blasts on Monday killed three 
people, including an 8 -year-old boy and in- 
jured 176 others, some of whom were maimed 
by bombs packed with ball bearings and nails. 

President Obama, who will travel to Bos- 
ton on Thursday for a memorial service, on 
Tuesday called the bombings an “act of ter- 
ror,” and police said parts of central Boston 
could be closed for days. 

Other cities across the country were watch- 
ful following the worst attack in the country 
since the 2001 hijacked plane attacks. Suspi- 
cious bags were inspected at Boston Logan 
International Airport and LaGuardia airport 
inNewTbrk. 

At the scene of the marathon, investiga- 
tors recovered material that was being recon- 
structed at the FBI laboratory in Quantico, 
Va., said Richard DesLauriers, the FBI’s spe- 
cial agent in charge for Boston. 

‘Among items partially recovered are 
pieces of black nylon which could be from a 
backpack and what appear to be fragments of 
BBs and nails possibly contained in a pressure 
cooker device,” DesLauriers told a news con- 
ference.

“This morning it was determined that both 
of the explosives were placed in a dark-col- 
ored nylon bag or backpack. The bag would 
have been heavy because of the components 
believed to be in it,” DesLauriers said. 

No suspects were in custody and there were 
no claims of responsibility 

“The range of suspects and motives re- 
mains wide open,” DesLauriers said. 

U.S. Homeland Security Secretary Janet 
Napolitano said there was no indication that 
the bomb blasts were part of a broader plot. 

Officials in Britain and Spain said the Lon- 
don and Madrid marathons would go ahead 
on Sunday but security plans for both races 
were under review. 

Much of central Boston remained cor- 
doned off Tuesday surrounding what Police 
Commissioner Ed Davis called “the most 
complex crime scene that we have dealt with 
in the history of our department.”

GOV. QUINN 
AMONG MOURNERS 
AT WAKE FOR 
SLAIN DIPLOMAT

Friends, community members and dignitaries 
filed into an Oak Park funeral home Tuesday 
to honor Anne Smedinghoff, the US. diplomat 
from River Forest who was killed while serving 
in Afghanistan. 

More than 50 mourners formed a line long 
before the wake began, a line that wound past 
trees decorated with white ribbons. 

“It’s a tight community” said Carla Sloan, of 
River Forest, whose children went to school 
with Smedinghoff ’s siblings. “We know every- 
body in the line, and it’s such a tragedy {Anne} 
was just such a bright star.” 

Inside the funeral home, picture boards 
and slideshows showed Smedinghoff opening 
Christmas presents, throwing her cap at her 
graduation from Johns Hopkins University in 
Baltimore and Irish dancing during her junior- 
high years, Sloan said. 

“You just see what a hole in their hearts 
they’ll have without Anne,” Sloan said. 

Many who waited in line hugged. Some 
dabbed away tears as they emerged from the 
funeral home. Some wore American flag pins 
on the lapels of their suits. 

The mourners included Gov Quinn. 

Officials have said Smedinghoff, 25, was 
killed April 6 with four other Americans while 
on a mission to deliver textbooks to children 
as the group traveled on foot in the southern 
province ofZabul. 

A 2005 graduate of Fenwick High School in 
Oak Park, Smedinghoff was a National Merit 
scholar, cross-country runner and member of 
the math team. 


After attending college, she joined the for- 
eign service, according to school officials and 
her parents. 

Smedinghoff had volunteered for the assign- 
ment in Afghanistan, where she served as an 
assistant information officer. Before that she 
was assigned to Caracas, Venezuela. 

On Tuesday some waited in line for more 
than an hour to greet the family

Rapper St. Millie confronts 
his own difficult past and 
Chicago’s violence problem 

Chicago rapper St. Millie isn’t shy about 
revealing his innermost thoughts to 
friends and journalists alike. 

“This is my first big interview, by the 
way” he admitted recently “So I’m a 
little nervous.” 

Born Milton McKinney III 21 years 
ago, the rapper is similarly unguarded 
on his debut mixtape, “No Religion But Up,” a soulful ef- 
fort packed with songs that touch on everything from 
Chicago gun violence (“Hello”) to his mother’s struggles 
with drug addiction (“Dear Moms”). 

“As an artist. I’d like to say I’m human,” said 
the Oak Park native. ‘A lot of times artists 
are afraid to be emotional ... but I em- 
brace it.” 

Now wrapping up work on 
his sophomore effort “Glory” 
(“It’s a very human-looking, 
fleshy skeleton right now,” 
he said), St. Millie opened 
up about his troubled up- 
bringing, his lack of bas- 
ketball skills and how 
hip-hop could help 
stem the tide of gun 
violence in the city 

On “Something 
Good” you start off 
by asking, “Who is 
St. Miilie?” Do you 
have a different 
answer to that 
question now than 
you did when you 
recorded the track? 

I would definitely say 
St. Millie now is a lot 
more mature than he 
was then. Otherwise I’d 
still say pretty much the 
same thing. We’re still on 
this journey of progression, 
and I’m still finding things out 
about myself

On “Dear Moms,” you reaily delve into your mother’s struggles 
with drug addiction. How important was it for you to include 
that track? 

It was very important because “No Religion But Up” was my 
introduction to the world, and I wanted people to understand 
... the things that made me who I am. My relationship with my 
parents, in general, has been a reaUy ongoing thing. I grew up 
bouncing from house to house, which was tough, but I pulled 
through. 

On the other end of the spectrum, there are a handful of men- 
tions of Michael Jordan and ballin’ on the album. How’s your 
game? 

I played in grammar school for awhile, but I am not a good 
basketball player [laughs]. Jordan is still my favorite player to 
this day I was into Jordan, not just as a player, but in how he 
dealt with what was going on in his personal life, with his father 
passing and things like that. I learned that, yeah, you can be the 
greatest at something, but that doesn’t mean you’re immune to 
what goes on in life. 

On “Hello,” you drop the line, “All this violence got me fed 
up.” Is Chicago’s gun violence something that has touched 
your life? 

For about a year after I graduated from Oak Park, I worked 
there as a student mentor. So I was mentoring kids, and there 
was this kid Ulysses Gissendanner— people called him Chris — 
and he was recently killed, which was crazy to hear because it 
was someone I knew. I’ve seen a lot of friends hurt from gun 
violence. It’s definitely a plague in the city [Note: Gissendanner 
was rapper Chief Keef’s stepbrother.} 

Do you feel the hip-hop community can be a positive force for 
change? 

Definitely There are a lot of artists who get attention from [the 
media], and they have the power to change a lot of things in 
terms of the way these younger kids are thinking. With these 
young kids, the value of life has changed so much. If more artists 
chose to reach out and speak about how sad it is kids are killing 
kids, I think we could start to see a change. 

So if St. Millie were an actual saint, what would he be the 
patron saint of? 

He would be the patron saint of unifying Chicago.

Public Enemy’s Chuck D. doesn’t spend much 
time dwelling in the past. He’s too busy build- 
ing the future. 

Ask him about the Long Island, N.Y, hip- 
hop group’s accomplishments since its debut 
in 1987 and he says, “So much has been done, 
so much left to do.” 

Ask music historians, though, and the list 
quickly gets impressive— from introducing 
political protest into hip-hop and pioneering 
sampling and production to influence hip- 
hop’s sound for generations, to playing a ma- 
jor role in the creation of rap-metal. And that 
doesn’t even take into account the quality of 
Public Enemy’s creations, which include argu- 
ably the best hip-hop album of all time, 1988’s 
“It Takes a Nation of Millions to Hold Us 
Back,” and hip-hop’s best song, 1989’s “Eight 
the Power.” 

All of that should come up this week, as 
Public Enemy— rappers Chuck D. and Elavor 
Elay DJ Terminator X and Minister of Infor- 
mation Professor Griff— get inducted into 
the Rock and RoU Hall of Eame in their first 
year of eligibility 

The Rock and Roll Hall of Eame class of 
2013 is one of the most eclectic in years. Here’s 
a look at who will be inducted alongside Pub- 
lic Enemy: 

HEART Ann and Nancy Wilson started their 
careers as the hardest rockers around, with a 
string of hits so tough— from “Barracuda” to 
“Even It Up”— that no one would question 
whether they could keep up with the guys of 
the ’70s. 

ALBERT KING The Mississippi bluesman be- 
came one of the most influential guitarists, 
not through flashy riffs, but through his inten- 
sity and the inventive, memorable tones he 
achieved with his playing, influencing every-

T ravel smart this year

If you’re looking to book a summer vacation, 
Hotwire president Clem Bason says family- 
friendly Orlando, Fla., and sinful Las Vegas 
are good bets. Costs are down 5 to 15 percent 
compared with last year, because these cities 
are light on business conventions this year. 

If overseas travel is more your style, con- 
sider European cities like Berlin, which has 
more than 3,000 new hotel rooms expected 
to open this year, or Madrid and Barcelona be- 
cause the Spanish economy has been hit hard 
during the recession. Bason said. For example, 
one four-star hotel in Barcelona is priced at 
under $100 for the Fourth of July weekend. 

Bason gave RedEye the scoop on other fees 
and money-saving tips: 

Fees recovered 

One site, feecation.com, offers a cash-back re- 
bate. Travelers can submit their receipts to get 
back up to $10 for fees such as checking bags 
or using Wi-Fi on flights, checking in early at 
hotels, and dropping off the rental car late. 
Travelers can try the membership service for 
30 days at no cost before a $17 monthly charge 
kicks in. “If you’re doing summer travel, it pays 
for itself on baggage fees alone,” Bason said. 


Fees charged 

Airlines are getting creative with charging 
fees. Southwest charges an optional EarlyBird 
Check-In fee of $12.50 one way to board soon- 
er so passengers can get their preferred seats 
and spots for their luggage in the overhead 
compartment. American charges a $9 fee to 
be among the first on the plane. “It’s popular 
if you’re stressed about the boarding process,” 
Bason said. 

Save money 

Travelers can find cheaper flights if they are 
willing to book Tuesday or Wednesday depar- 
tures instead of weekend travel. Bason said. 
He also recommended checking alternative 
airports for deals. 

Staying at hotels midweek is cheaper too, 
unless the destination is hosting conventions 
at the same time, he said. One way to save 
money on hotels. Bason said, is to book a re- 
fundable room in advance and watch for last- 
minute discounts. That way travelers could 
cancel the refundable room to book the deal 
and save money 

He also suggests reserving car rentals early 
to avoid sticker shock.

Dougray Scott gets tough for ‘Hemlock Grove’

When he was a little boy, actor Dougray 
Scott used to stow away in his father’s car 
when his dad left for work as a salesman. 

“I used to hide in the back until he drove 
so far away from the house that he couldn’t 
take me back. I used to be fascinated by 
his preparation in the morning.

Scott grew up in a working-class 
neighborhood in Fife, Scotland, where his 
parents were supportive of his desire to act, 
but no one else was. 

“The people in my school weren’t at all, 
because they thought it was a ridiculous 
idea, because no one had really done it where 
I came from. So it wasn’t like anyone had set 
a precedent or it was an easy path where I 
came from. I always thought, ‘Well, where 
does anyone come from who’s an actor? 
They all come from somewhere. They don’t 
come from Actingland. They all come from 
somewhere. So if not me, who? Why not?’ ” 

He was stubborn and tenacious about it. 
“There was this bloody-mindedness I had 
from a very early age; even now I still have 
that,” he says, tapping the couch with his 
forefinger. 


“I think you have to overcome the 
difficulties that— not just an actor has— but 
anyone in life in order to carry on. Someone
